Hutchinson, Superintendent of Presbyterian 
Missions in Central and Southern Mexico and 
Treasurer of the entire Mexicau missionary field. 


He is the gentleman who wag temporarily minis- 


tering to the Protestant Reformed congregation 
at Acapulco at the time the attack was made 
upon the cdngtegation which resulted in the 
murder of a number of ita members; and from 
bim we obtain the following particalare of the 
shameful outrage: 

Protestantiam has made rapid progress in 
Mexico, there being now many congregations 
organised in the City of Mexico, Vera Crus, and 
other cities. In Acapulco, uutil a comparatively 
receot date, little or no missionary work had 
been done. About four years ago the agent in 
Mexico of the British sod Foreign Bible Sgci- 
éty, Mir. Butler, visited Acapulco, offering for 
gale the Scriptures printed in the Spanish 
language One Franco, a shoomaker of a 
thoughtful turn of mind, was at the time in 
gerions doubt regarding the Catholie religion, iu 
which he had been brought up. He purchased a 
Bible, read it, aud found therein what seemed to 
him sufficient ground for abandoning Catholi- 
diam and embracivg the reformed religion. He 
read the sacred book to a few of bis friends in 
the same class of life, and gradually drew 
ground him a little body of believers in Prot- 
estantiam. Abouta year ago this movement 


received 
AN IMPORTANT AOGESSION 
in the person of Don Procopie Dias, editor of a 
local paper, a member of the State Congress, 
and a man of more culture than those who had 
hitherto accepted tue new lights. The meetings 
of the litle company wore tcaveferred to the 
house of Senor Dias, and were continued, quiet- 
ly but effectively, until the lictle congregation 
had grown to a membership of about fifty men 
and women. They determined to orgapize a 
church, and sent a commission of three persons 
to the City of Mexico, to request the assignment 
of a miuister to take charge of their movement. 
Mr. Hutchinson gladly received and encouraged 
them. Special meetings for praver end consul- 
tation were held; but Mr. Hutchinson had po 
one to send them, and, after due deliberation, 
concladsd to go bimself, arganize the congrega- 
tion and spend about one month with them. He 
reached Acapulco on the last day of 1874. He 
commenced boldiag services during 
THE WEEE OF PRAYER, 

and conaiderable interest was manifested, al- 
though the movement was conducted quietly 
aud without apy effort to ferce the new doc- 
trines on the attention of the peonle. A build- 
ing formerly occupied as a Catholic chapel, bus 
more recently as a storeroom, was purchased and 
fitted up asa church, and the services were 
transferred thither from Senor Dias’ house. The 
services were continued throughout the week of 

ayer and for the three foliowing weeks, Mr. 

utcbinson preaching every evening in Spanish 

d the egatioa entering heartily into the 
siuging of — 2 hymas and the pra vers in the 
Spanish tongne. Jan. 24 the congregation was 
organized by Mr. Hutchinson, fifty-three mem- 
bers making a profession ef faith, and taking 
part in the Lota Supper. A very encouraging 
Spirit was manifested, and Mr. Hutchinson felt 
rewarded for his close and earnest labors in the 
new field, and foresaw a prosperous future for 
the new church. His month of labor was ended 
on Sunday, the 24th of January, and be was left. 
as may be supposed, in a somewhat exhausted 
condition. 

THREATENINGS. 

Soon after Mr. Hurchineon appeared in Aca- 
puico, there were threatenings which porteaded 
mischief to him and the movement which he had 
come to organize, Many of the ignorant and 
iatolerant class of Catholics looked with 11l-con- 
cealed anger upon the effort to establish a Prot- 
estant church in their midsi, and made frequent 
threats to violently oppose its consummation. 
After he had been in the city about two weeks, 
he was advised one day by an American member 
of the congregation not to attend the services 
that evening, his informant’s Mexican wife 
having been warped to keep her husband away, 
as it was intended to attack the church at thet 
time, Services were held as usual, however, and 
nothing ont of the way transpired. On several 
occasions stones were thrown at the doors and 
windows of the church; but, beyond this, no 
bostile movement was made, and throughout tue 
month the survices progressed uninterrupted.

ot. 
New double cars cost in the neighborhood of 
$1,400 apiece; therefore the Company could 
not afford to purchase as many of the double 
cars as of the single cars that they are now 
using. The number purchased woaid be about 
150. Now, anybody who is possessedof any com- 
mon sense, knows that the managers of the 
Chicago City Railway Company would be direct- 
ly prejudicing their own interests as 4 corpora- 
tion by either introd 
placing conductors on the cars now in use. One 
great feature of the bobs is, that a person 
can go to State street and get a car thst is going 
south every two minutes, and, if double cars 
were used, you could get one only every eight 
minutes. Thus you see we have a saving of six 
minutes (quite a long time to stand on a street 
corner these cold days waiting for a street-car). 
I have observed that the cars on Cottage Grove 
avenue, State street, aod Archer road are crowd- 
ed with mechanics every morning on their way 
to their work. Now, if they bad to wait from 
eight to sixteen minutes every morning fora 
car, it would cause a great loss of time on their 
and it can be called a great acoommodation 
aboard a car and just pass up your fare, 
and not be waiting half an hour with a nickel 
in your hand, almost freezing, while you are 
“ wai for the conductor.” 

The mes first informed its readers that the 
Company were violating one of the most im- 
portant provisions of their charter, the section 
that calle for es car with a conductor. These 
glad tidings were eageriy received by the vast 
army of beats always found on a streei- 
car, and they have carried the suggestion made 
by the Times into good effect by entering the 
car and taking a seat, without paying any fare. 
Presently the driver begius to jingie bis bell, 
calling for the missing fare, dut no fate comes; 
and, when *‘ patience has ceased to be a virtue” 
with the driver, he opens the door and very 
politely requests the gentleman who got on at 
euch a street to please pass up hie fare, but the 

nger tells him that if he is the cooductor 
— can come into the car and get the fare. 
Finally the driver takes upon himself the 
cognomen of s conductor, and boldly enters the 
car and collects the fare and deposits it in the 
fare-box. Now. the driver is violating one of 
the first rules of the Company, aa the Company 
bas posted a placard in the interior of the car 
„that the driver is not aliowed to either 
fare or deposit it,” and when 
he enters the car and collects the 
fare de knows that he is violating the 
rules of the Company, right in the very face of 
them, and I have observed passengere who have 
caused drivers to collect the fare report them 
for violating this rule. Such raaeality on the 
part of passengers ebould be severely punished, 
The drivers are all working on a meagre — 
centage, and it is no more than right that v 
thould receive the fares, ia order to receive all 
the wages dae them. 

Now, just because the Company is violating 
an obligation of their charter, can a driver be 
held responsible for the action of his employers, 
and must he forfeit 6 part of his wages to help 
pay the ality? Thisis just what they are 
bow iged to do, because tney have to 
stop the car, and pay just as mach to the 
dead-beat as they do to houest man who 
pays bis fare. 

Some of the communications speak of ‘‘ mulish 
drivers,” “drivers who are not civilized,” ho 
do pot know enough to write their names,” and 
various other trifling phrases. To concentrate 
the two sides of the story and bring them ‘into 
focus,” we find that the major'*y pf the drivars 
are just ae well educated an” ane specimens 
of true men as can be fom They are men 
who bave families depending them for 
their support. and now, in the midst of this try- 
ing and inclement season, they have to forfeit 
part of their wages and be responsible for the 
actions of their employers. 

Now, let this course of proceeding

OBITUARY. 
COL JOHN E. SWEET. 

To very many citizens in Chicago and the 
northern part of Indiana, and to the officers of 
our late volunteer army, the notice of the death 
of Col. John E. Sweet, at bis home, here in this 
city, which appeared in Tux Trisune of Wednes- 
day, will come with unmixed sorrow. Although 
during the past five years, by reason of his ex- 
treme ili-health, he had in a measure dropped 
from public notice, yet by very many his ac- 
quaintance was highly prized to the last, and his 
early death is a cause of great regret to his many 
friends and admirers. 

Col. Sweet was born April 5, 1840, at Milford, 
N. I., consequently at his death was a young 
man of scarce 85. He was a bright, brave 
boy and dutiful son, the just pride 
of his parents and family. At the breaking out of 
the War, he enlisted as a private in the Twentieth 
Indiana Reg t. and left it at the end of three 
years, with the rank of Captain, to take com- 
mand of the “EO r 7 12 5 
pointed Colonel, he bein me 
years of ace. At the head of this regiment he 
remained until the close of the War, and the 
15lst was, by general consent, acknowledged to 
be the best drilled and disciplined regiment 
which was raised in Indiana, and its surpassiug 
excelience in these particulars was but the ro- 
sult of months. where other regiments had the 
training of years. Col. Sweet was a born discip- 
linarian and army-man, the especial favorite 
of “Old Pao Thomas and Gen. Hooker. Yet, 
while offered swift advancemect by the heads of 
the army, his pride in his regiment was 80 great 
that he preferred to take his chances of promo- 
tion upon the field, leading his men. 

The early closing of the War after his appdint- 
ment as Colonel, cut short his prospects in this 
direction, with the disbanding of the army. Yet 
his merits 88 a natural-born soldier were so well 
recognized by the War ent that after 
the fall of Richmond be was tendered a commis- 


gion in the regular army, which he declined, 


He came to Chi and entered upon commer- 
cial pursuits, to which, by bis keen seose of hon- 
or, fidelity, and order, be was peculiarly suited. 
Five years sgo he found he was failing before 
the fell destroyer consumption, contracted in 
the treuches and swampe of the Southern battle- 
fields, and he spenta year in the Far West in 
the hope of recruiting bis shattered constitufion. 
He returned to Chicago, and from that time un- 
til the day of his death it was a stand-ap rtrug- 
gle with the inroads of disease, and his indomit- 
able will was the wonder of his physicians, but 
did not surprise his former companions in arms. 
His remains, accompavied by loving frends, 
were taken to Laporte, Iad., his former home, 
foc interment.

COAL AT $18 A TON. 
To the Editor of the Chacago Tim : 

Cos, Feb. 18.—Can any one explain to me 
the delay in the delivery of coal after it is or- 
dered of the dealer. I have a sleeping-room, 
aud work at my trade in another part of the city, 
my wages boing $3.50 per day. My coal-box 
only holds one-half ton, and therefore I can- 


not get more than that amount at a time. Last 


September I ordered my coal from a prominent 
dealer, and asked’ to Rave it delivered at 11:30 a. 
m. He promised it would be there within half 
an hour of the time. Well, the coal arrived 
at twenty minutes to 5. making we 
lose half a days work, or $1.75. 
The balf ton cost, put in my room, 
$7.50. Six weeks after, I ordered more (of the 
same firm). They set their own time for deliv- 
ery, 11 o'clock. It did mot come until 3:30. 
Again, upon ordering, I complained about the do- 
lay, and this time they said they would have it 
at my place in an hour. J went back and waited 
from 9 a. m. to 6 p. m., aud them went to the 
office and complained. Some excuse was given, 
and they said the coal would be immediately sent. 
lt arrived at ten minutes to 6 p. m. I could ob- 
tain no ope to put the coal in at that late bour, 
and offered the driver $1, but he would not 
take it up, consequentiy it lay on the pave- 
ment all night. I made up my mind 1 
would try some other dealer, and consequently 
ordered. They had twenty-four hours’ no- 
tice, and agreed to deliver the coal the 
next morning at 8:30 o'clock. I waited all day
